A SURVEY OF EUROPEAN POLI- 
TICS. 



Tho manifestations of Socialism in 
Europe have thrown the autocrats into 
a blind frenzy. Popo, Czar and Em- 
peror see nothing for it but a resort to 
the gross measures of force. It is not 
in Russia that this matter is to bo first 
effectively fought out, for the nurseries 
of Nihilism, whether in universities or 
factories, are too scattered and their 
resources too petty to permit of an ade- 
quate contest. Not there, unloss the 
Czar, by a fresh exhibition of that high 
sense of the sovereign's prerogative 
which inspired the decree of emancipa- 
tion, should break through the paralyz- 
ing officialism which makes him the 
most helpless slave in Europe, and de- 
creo a popular constitution and admin- 
istrative reform. There is, of course, 
no hope for any such radical and dar- 
ing wisdom from one of Alexander's 
age and bad health. In Germany there 
is no moro hope for advance. The re- 
actionary polic) of Prince Bismarck 
grows more obstinate daily. The lib- 
eral impressions of hi3 early manhood, 
which have from time to time been dis- 
played in his statesmanship, have been 
quite swamped; the bullets aimed at 
tho Emperor of Germany have appar- 
ently lodged in Bismarck's own head; 
and made him so far unlike a Bourbon 

, that while he refuses longer to learn 
anything, he has already forgotten 
many things. Ho bears before him al- 
ways of necessity the spectacle of 
Prance; which he subdued and made 
tributary. His act freed Franco from 
a "strong" government and left her to 
herself with an immense burden of debt 
to lift and a new form of life to clothe 
herself with. These tilings Franco lias 
accomplished. And yet, although when 
Bismarck was dine with her, socialism 
was more rampant there than any- 
where else in Europe, to day there is 
not a lisp of the sort, and the parties 
of nionarchism are almost as silent, 
while the people have emphasized their 
reign anew with a wonderful, an over- 
whelming triumph, which in effect 
makes permanent the republic. But 
the German Premier pushes bill after 
bill upon the German Parliament for 
tho stifling of tho people. Tho Anti- 
Socialist bill of the lust summer is now 
supplemented by one that would prac- 
tically destroy all liberty of speech in 
the Reichstag should it pass that body. 
It provides for the censure by a special 
Committeo of any member who may 
use "improper language," and his ex- 
clusion from the Reichstag for a cer- 
tain period — which, should it cover the 
whole of a session, might lose him the 
right to re-election — or his conduct 
might hand him to over the Courts in ad- 
dition. It also provides for punishing 

' the publishers of an objectionable 
speech, or of the remarks which called 
it forth, by imprisonment of from throe 
weeks to three months. This bill 
strikesatthe freedom both of speech and 
of the press to a degree far beyond even 
the repressive measures in force 
now. The National Zeitung, a moder- 
ate Berlin paper, says that it would 
have been better and more honest to 
propose a complete abolition of Parlia- 
ment and the substitution of a Dicta- 
tor, since the existence of a free Legis- 
lature and such a law are irreconcilable. 
If the Reichstag can pass a law so nul- 
lifying their power and privilege ,as 
this, then Bismarck's strength is great- 
er than that of any other autocrat in 
Europe. The result of this must be 
revolution. The world is not going to- 
ward the feudal ages. It is turned tho 
other way, and whether Czars, Emper- 
ors, Popes, or men of "iron and blood" 
labor or submit, it will continue toward 
freedom — the rule of the people. In 
Germany it is quite as likely to be a 
peaceful revolution as a violent one, 
but it will come. The old Emperor 
and his master are not immortal, and 
yet they may live long enough to see 
themselves overborne by the popular 
sentiment, without even "a whiff of 
grapeshot." After them comes the 
aew sovereign — for we do not antici- 
pate a republic as yet for Germany. 
But the Crown Prince has been credit- 
ed with liberal ideas, and he has a wife 
whose influence is well known to be for 
the cause of constitutional freedom — 
in a sense that has never yet been ac- 
cepted at Berlin. The Pope's encycli- 
cal letter against socialism, and in fact 
all developments of popular will, which 
appears at the same time with this new 
bill of Bismarck's, require no especial, 
consideration here. It is an appeal to 
Catholics to do their utmost to rcstt-re 
the authority of the Holy See, with the 
assurance that it alone provides the 

remedy for all those ills of human con- 
ditions of which socialism is impatient 

and which all popular movements aim 
to aid. It is an eloquent and ingen- 
ious plea for restoring the status of the 
middle ages.

Iii colonial times, when Colonel Ar- 
chibald Cary was a magistrate, living

colony of Virginia, at any time be- 
tween the 1st of ilay and tho 1st of 
September, shall pay a fine of .£';">, and 
if he is unable to do this, tho punish- 
ment shall be awarded by 159 lashes on 
the bare back, well laid on, one-half to 
bo given to the informant, and the 
other half to the King.'
